BOSTON, Feb. 21——tThe battered stern section of 
the tanker Fort Mercer reeled wildly in heavy seas Thursday 
while the 13 seamen aboard huddled together against another

Molina said he then ran to the 
crew’s mess and told his shipmates 
to put on life preservers because 
“the ship is coming apart.”’ 

Molina said the break appeared 
near No., 6 hold where previous 
witnesses said the ship eventually 
broke apart.

On this, George Washington’s birthday, 
it might be well to reflect on the fundamental 
beliefs which led him to become the father 
of this greatest nation on earth—the nation 
which has become the symbol and the hope 
of mankind in its struggle against economic 
and political enslavement. 

Four things, Washington declared, are 
esential to a respectable national existence: 
(1) “An indissoluble union of the states 
under one federal head;” (2) “a _ sacred 
regard to public justice;” (3) the adoption 
of a proper national defense, and (4) a spirit 
of co-operation and the sup- | 
pression of local prejudice. 

How many battles have 
we waged to maintain these 
four principles? How many 
of them are we fighting to- 
day! . 

There are those who re- 
flect on Washington’s fare- 
well address to his army— > 
his warning against foreign 
entanglements. How true ; 
were his words then! How Washington 
true also were the motive behind them—the 
achievement of the security of a free and un- 
fettered United States. One knows that today 
he would see the threat to that security in 
every act of aggression against any free peo- 
ple anywhere.

Sea Water, New Hope 
For World’s Millions 


Tt is in the enchanting Rhyme of the An- 
cient Mariner we find the best description of 
sea water as a drinkable potion: 


“Day after day, day after day, 
We stuck, nor breath nor motion: 
As idle as a painted ship 

Upon a painted ocean. 


“Water, water, everywhere, 
And all the boards did shrink; 
Water, water, everywhere 
Nor any drop to drink... .” 


Now, comes out of the never-weary cornu- 
copia of science news that sea water is at last 


conquered and can, with a simple electric cur- . 


rent and a single piece of equipment, be made 
drinkable or fit for irrigation. 


It is certainly one of the great discoveries 
of our time and, depending on who uses it 
first, may determine the political future of 
the' world. Men are moved first of all by 
hunger. It is the prime motive of mankind. 


The American Research and Development 
Corporation has announced that electrical en- 
ergy, in conjunction with new synthetic mem- 
branes, will separate the salts and minerals 
from sea water and allow two streams, one 
fresh and one salt, to flow from the equip- 
ment. The fresh water may be used for ordi- 
nary purposes and the brine may be further 
employed in the extraction of salt, magne- 
sium and other chemicals. 


This offers enormous possibilities, espe- 
cially in the Middle East and other areas of 
Asia which border on seas, but which for 
centuries have had desert land which needed 
only water to blossom. The new country of 
Israel, for example, has the great Nagev Des- 
ert area which is not true desert, but grows 
foods, especially vegetables, if irrigated. All 
about it are eroded, desert lands in the 
ancient Biblical nations. They, too, can use 
this water, since their own water table is 
not sufficient. 


Our own Western states, California, and 
others further from the sea, can bring in 
this water through acqueducts and employ 


it to bring in more arable land for use by our | 


own growing population. 

The sea has robbed us for centuries be- 
cause we have allowed too much of our own 
water to rush through abused fields into our 
rivers and thence to the seas. Now, we can 
begin to bring it back and to make use of it 
to restore long lost lands and to replenish the 
world’s food baskets.

The four principles enunciated by Wash- 
ington have been adopted by free peoples 
everywhere—unity, integrity, security and the 
common good. Not to uphold them as we 
are doing is to invite the inevitable destruc- 
tion of all free institutions here and every- 
where.

A Close Look 


At an Ancient Office 


The Michigan Legislature has under con- 
sideration a bill to abolish the office of coro- 
ner in the county of Wayne, which includes 
the city of Detroit. 


The proposal follows a recommendation 
from the county commissioners who estimate 
a 50 per cent saving in the expense of the 
office if the duties were turned over to a 
medical examiner. 


The office of coroner is an ancient one, 
the word itself aoming from the Latin for 
crown. The coroner was the king’s officer 
who investigated deaths. Today the office 
is that of a public servant whose principal 
duty is to inquire by inquest into any death 
where there is reason to believe that the 


causes were not natural. 


Thus we know of one coroner’s jury which 
reported: “We find that the deceased died 
from natural causes as the result of over- 
intoxication.” 

More and more, around the country today, 
including our own community, the office is 
under scrutiny.. People are asking, as they 
are in Michigan, if the investigative duty of 
the coroner could not be better handled by a 
medical examiner appointed by the court.

guns.” We have the word of a man who ought to know. He is 
Morse Salisbury, five-foot-four Kansan who is director of informa- 
tion for the Atomic Energy Commission. 


What the Salisbury ofifce can’t 
tell you about atomic energy 
would fill several books which 
the Russians. would like to read. 
What the AEC can tell, and has 
told, amounts to 100,000 pages 
or 30,000,000 words, most of 
which you and I might not grasp 
readily because they are highly 
technical. 

The “don’t tell a soul” know- 
how in the A-energy business is 
so important that one of every 
four men on the AEC federal 
payroll is engaged in security. 
A strange situation, observed 
the jovial Kansan, when we 
push ourselves to tremendous 
progress in a field and then 
spend a quarter of our effort 
keeping our, achievements a 
secret. 

“When will the Savannah Riv- 
er H-bomb plant be in produc- 
tion?” I asked, not expecting 
an answer. I was not disap- 
pointed. 

“T can’t tell you that,” said 
Mr. Salisbury, “because the 
Russians happen to be asking 
the same question.” )

ity in this country, 

What has this activity 
brought us? 


The news is good. The basic 
supply of uranium ore is up 
and that is important because 
the whole AEC program is an 
inverted pyramid resting on a 
comparatively small base of 
uranium. 


The greater supply of ura- 
nium is an achievement of pri- 
vate enterprise. The AEC buys 
the raw stuff from which big 
explosions grow. 

The rate of production of 


U-235 and plutonium, the en- 
ergy fuel, is also up—in the 
plants owned by us taxpayers 
and operated by titans of indus- 
try. The process is now on an 
assembly line basis. As a result 
the unit cost is down. 


What is most important—in 
terms of speaking softly and 
wielding a big A-bomb—is that 
atomic weapons are possible in 
enormous numbers as compared 
to our puny production of 1944 
and 1945. 


Not only that, but “reactor” 
development is moving along. 
That means the scientists are 
learning to take an atom-laden 
slug and put it in the fire box 
where coal, gas or diesel oil has 
been the conventional fuel. Once 
the heat is there the “revving” 
up of power becomes the same— 
through turbo-generators to elec- 
tric motors. 

Chances are the first atomie 
engine will go into the hull of 
a submarine, for there the kilo- 
watt hour cost of power is al- 
ready high and the new fuel 
can compete. In fact, a nu- 
clear reactor or atom engine for 
a sub is in the making and the 
contract has been let for the 
hull to put it in. 

What will come closest home, 
if we live long enough and an 
enemy A-bomb doesn’t come 
close home first, is the use of 
atomic fuel to make the current 
that feeds the appliances around 
the house. 

The portents of that event are 
tied up in this startling Salis- 
bury statement: 

“If we can learn to burn one 
pound of uranium, that little 
lump will replace 2,600,000 
pounds of coal.” 

This uranium business is hot 
stuff.

Were Alive Today 


WASHINGTON—Many have written to take 

me to task for criticism here some days back 

diem of Senator Taft for going up and down our land 
crying out that our stand along with the United Nations against 


Communist aggression in Korea is “a useless war.” 


In criticizing 


the senator, the point was made that the stand in Korea was abso- 
lutely imperative if we were to save the new union of nations— 
the United Nations—in the first challenge of its integrity by arms 
in open aggression. A cardinal principle of the UN was to prevent 


aggression and keep the peace. 
One particular correspondent, 
more moderate than most, said 
he at first was in favor of the 
UN stand in Korea, as was Sena- 
tor Taft, too, but he had changed 
his mind because we had not 
gone ahead and won the war “in 
the good old American way.” 


. The first war we won “in 
the good old American way” 
was that for our own inde- 
pendence led by the man 
whose birthday we celebrate 
today, George Washington. 
And it might do all of us a 
lot of good in these times to go 
back and read about the “good 
old American way’”—not at 
all an easy way—as this writer 
has done recently in the first 
four volumes thus far pub- 
lished of Dr. Douglas Southall 
Freeman’s monumental Life of 
George Washington. 


How the man George Wash- 
ington stands out! There, in- 
deed, was a man! One mar- 
vels at how he stood up amid 
the harassments that encom- 
passed him, the small and poor- 
ly equipped army that dwindled 
almost to nothing at every year’s 
end, for, when the yearly enlist- 
ments of the militia ended, they 
just took off and went back 
home. And, on top of that, the 
desertions. And the back-bit- 
ing, the quitters. And, with it 
all, one defeat after another, 
After the British sailed out of 
Boston harbor, Washington was 
off to New York, expecting 
them to strike there, which they 
did. Back he was driven, out of 
Long Island, out of the city, 
across Jersey, into Pennsylvania, 
losing Philadelphia, the capital, 
and then that awful winter of 
1777-78 at Valley Forge. 


The freedom and liberty for 
which we fought in that war, 
and which we established, was 
a new thing in the world of that 
day a brand-new concept, which 
we often forget. We are still 
today the keepers of that sort of 
freedom in the world, and be~ 
cause of our power, which we 
have built up threugh that very 
liberty, we have assumed the 
leadership in preserving it and 


_ spreading it. 


It took seven long years for 
the American Revolution to es- 
tablish here a new union of free 
states. 

It may take much longer in 
this strange sort of conflict in 
which we are now engaged, this 
conflict waged all over the 
world, to establish authority for 
the international union — the 
United Nations—so that it will 
be able to preserve peace and 
security in the world, and under 
the kind of freedom and liberty 
which we, first of all, established 
among men. 

Korea is but an incident. It 
was the first thrust, the Lex- 
ington of this modern, world- 
wide struggle for freedom. Rus- 
sia there used a masked satel- 
lite, as she will continually try 
to do, probing here, there and 
elsewhere for weakness in the 
vast perimeter. This sort of 
masked conflict is something to 
which Americans are not accus- 


tomed. It is frustrating.

Exercise Is 
Not Slimming

Housework is work ... Mon- 
day, Tuesday and always. But 
it is mostly footwork and elbow 


grease. 

Actually there is very little 
exercise for the big muscles of 
the body, particularly those that 
bound the waist measure. And 


tone in these particular muscles 
is important to a feeling of well- 
being as well as to figure control. 

Think it would be nice to re- 
capture that slim waist you had 
just a few years back? Well, it 
doesn’t take much effort ... 
what it really takes is wanting a 
slim midsection, and just five or 
six minutes of limbering, stretch- 
bend movements. 

While you’re running the car- 
pet sweeper, just stop and un- 
screw the handle to use as an 
exercise wand .. . never mind if 
it is the middle of the morning 
and many tasks still to be done 

. this few mirutes of freeing 
movements will leave you re- 
freshed. And they sre fun to do. 

Clasp the wand near the ends in 
both hands, then raise wand high 
overhead, stretching upwards.

“He didn’t just block a man when he carried 
out his assignment. He knocked him down. I was so dubious about 
his weight when I first saw him because we don’t pull our guards 
very much. He showed me he could do any of it. 


“T like him so much that I hired him as a line coach when Denver

‘I have always been in favor of 
the open grant-in-aid for athletes 
as awarded by member schools of 
the Southeastern Conference,’’ he 
said. “I am against any other 
type of help not authorized by the 
conference.”’ 


Dodd said he had long been | 


opposed to the business of ath- 
letes getting outside aid from 


alumni groups. He had remarked | 
several weeks ago that he would | 
instantly dismiss any Tech play- | 


er who took such assistance. 


Jordan offered ‘‘no objection at 
all.”” He said all Auburn repre- 
sentatives voted for it in New Or- 
leans. 


The rule, adopted at the con- 
ference meeting in New Orleans 
last December, requires that all 
athletes sign an affidavit that they 
are not receiving aid in excess 
of regular grants. They must also 
swear that all their compensation 
is from established school sources, 
and that they will not take out- 
side aid in the future.
